With ready cash com- 
ing in following the sale of their crops, naturally the 
money is going to burn holes in their pockets until they 
go to their dealers and buy either new automobiles or 
used cars. From this one source alone dealers ought 
to be able to reap a rich harvest and wind up ’35 with 
their floor stocks depleted.

I’VE BEEN TALKING to one advertising man, Paul 
Huey of Progressive Farmer, of Birmingham, Ala., who 
surprises me with the statement that the 1935 cotton 
crop at present prices, including Federal benefits which 
have been paid during the year, involves sufficient money 
to purchase approximately 1,684,000 new passenger cars. 
Of course the millenium is not here and that number of 
automobiles will not be sold to our rural friends, but 
it opens our eyes as to the market there. 


Huey continues with the remark that “contrasting 
with this, the 1932 cotton crop, which had a total cash 
value of $405,000,000, would have financed the purchase 
of approximately 675,000 cars,” which only goes to prove 
how much greater the car market is now compared with 
1932. And, he adds, “beyond the actual cash revenue 
which is involved, it must be kept in mind that farmers 
have been relieved of their burden of short-time inter- 
mediate credit obligations, which means that a greater 
portion of this billion-dollar cotton crop in 1935 is avail- 
able for new car and truck purchasers than of the four 
hundred five million dollar revenue in 1932.”

AS I WRITE THIS the AFL high command is trying 
to organize the International Automobile Workers Union 
in Detroit. William Green, president of AFL, is turning 
on the heat in his efforts to line up this ally. Green has 
been talking to the 250 delegates as to the value of AFL 
affiliation, but it strikes me, after reading what he has 
to say, that he is not quite as militant as he was in the 
stirring days when the Wagner Bill was being pushed. 
His pet peeve seems to be Father Coughlin and the union 
the priest is attempting to organize, Mebbe it is jealousy, 
but be that as it may, I fancy that we in the automobile 
industry would have more labor peace with the AFL in 
the saddle rather than the Coughlin crowd.

Dealers should remember that while '36 is in the offing 
and it is but natural to talk some about it, that even 
with new model announcement in late September and 
throughout October, that it will be near show time before 
they have any new stuff to sell. So they’d better not sit 
back and twiddle their thumbs in anticipation of the new 
stuff. Clean up on ’35 is my suggestion.

Motor will end current uncertainty regarding 
Outlook possible new legislation and_ taxation, 
Bright coupled with the fact that August sales 


of both new and used cars have continued 
at a lively pace, are factors which tend to improve the 
immediate outlook in the automobile field. Concern 
occasioned earlier in the year by a rapid piling-up of 
used cars in dealers hands is growing less acute as used 
models continued to move faster and at better prices 
than had been anticipated. New car stocks show a 
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further shrinkage during August with sales exceeding 


production by a considerable margin.

Output figures, does not seem likely to exceed 
Holds at the 200,000 mark predicted earlier in the 
200,000 month. If this total holds true, the pro- 


duction of new passenger cars for the 
domestic market during the first eight months of 1935 
will have in the neighborhood of 2,167,529 units. If we 
add to this figure approximately 150,000 units carried 
over at the beginning of the year we will have 2,317,529 
cars in dealers’ hands or delivered to them since the 
first of the year. During this same period dealers have 
registered approximately 2,011,940 cars and there have 
been another 60,000 cars sold which do not appear in the 
state registrations giving a total of 2,071,940 units sold by 
dealers since the first of the year, leaving a stock of new 
passenger cars on hand at the present time of approxi- 
mately 245,589 cars. At the current rate this is approxi- 
mately four weeks’ supply, which will scarcely meet the 
demand until the time that new models are available 
in quantity for delivery.

Indicate Total of 290,000 Units; August Car Sales May Hit 250,000 


Figures released last week by the Depart- 


Seven ment of Commerce show that during the 
Months first seven months of 1935, production of 
Output all vehicles in the United States reached a 


total of 2,599,193 as against 1,979,196 in the 
same period of 1934. Canadian production during the 
same period totaled 124,396 of which 99,859 were passenger 
cars and 24,537 trucks as compared with 93,198 last year 
of which 75,491 were passenger cars and 17,707 were 
trucks. 

Of the production in the United States this year 2,148,- 
515 were passenger cars and of this total 1,992,529 went 
into the domestic market. The remaining 155,986 were 
shipped to foreign markets and Canada. Commercial car 
production during the first seven months totaled 450,678, 
of which 358,919 went into the domestic market and 
91,759 were shipped abroad. This is the first year the 
department has broken down its production figures in 
this manner and if the practice is continued it should 
give a clearer picture of what is taking place in the 
domestic market. In the past the output has been 
grouped showing both domestic and foreign sales in one 
figure. Many people in the industry were prone to sub- 
tract the domestic sales as reflected in new car registra- 
tions from the production figure given with the result 
that the remainder indicated a heavy dealer inventory 
in this country which did not really exist.

Later returns on the July registrations in- 


July dicate a total for the month of between 
Sales 285,000 and 290,000 new passenger cars as 
290,000 compared with an earlier estimate of 


300,000. With returns from 44 states avail- 
able the total now stands at 253,440 as compared with 
200,933 in the same states a year ago. Last year these 
states accounted for approximately 89 per cent of the 
total for the month. July registrations, however, often 
are confusing due to the fact that a number of states 
split the license fee in half at the end of June and many 
cars sold in June are not registered until July. Com- 
mercial car registrations for July are more affected in 
this regard, perhaps, than the passenger car registrations 
with the result that registrations during July are likely 
to hold close to, but fall below, the earlier estimate of 
56,000 units. At the present writing, with returns from 
44 states available showing a total of 45,588 units for July, 
a total between 50,000 and 55,000 units seems assured. In 
any case July is sure to prove the highest in commercial 
car registrations to date this year.
